South Bend—“Freedom and com- 
munism cannot be reconciled and 
the iron curtain has now become a 
curtain of fire,” so stated Gretta 
Palmer, New York ‘author and 
editor, who spoke at the banquet 
at the 18th annual convention of 
the Fort Wayne Diocesan Council 
of the National Council of Cath- 
olic Women assembled here May 6 
and 7. The banquet was served in 
Our Lady of Hungary Church aud- 
itorium, Sunday evening. 

“If you are hell-bent for peace 
at any price,” said Miss Palmer, 
“you are bent for hell.” She com- 
plimented the Catholics of the 
world for their unchanging opposi- 
tion to communism. She pointed 
out that Russia has conducted a 
systematic campaign over the 

ears to eliminate Christianity, but 
as not succeeded. 

“In the beginning the reds tor- 
tured ten per cent of the priests, 
then one-third, and now one-half,” 
said Miss Palmer. She related that 
before 1921 more than 3,000 priests 
and bishops in Russia were mar- 
tyred for their Faith; before 1930, 
over 3,000 churches were burned. 
Russia is now promoting educa- 
tion against the Church by working 
with the children and because of 
this policy there is in the Soviet 
a growing resistance against the 
communist regime. 

From the official opening of the 
convention at the Pontifical Mass 
offered by the Most Rev. Leo A. 
Pursley, Auxiliary Bishop of Fort 
Wayne, in Our Lady of Hungary 
Church, through all the sessions to 
the closing work-shop panels, the 
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conference theme, “Chil Child; Citizen 
of Two Worlds,” permeated the ad- 
dresses and discussions.

‘Why Don't Priests Marry? 


The Answer Is.., 


B led following in the fifth in a series of articles in which we an- 

swer, at the request of a reader, charges made against the 
Church in a book entitled “Why Protestant, Not Roman Catholic” 
by Rev. William Dallmann. The book is published by the Concordia 
(Lutheran) Publishing Co., St. Louis, Mo. 


Dallman: 


T= Bible teaches that a clergy- 
man may be the husband of one 
wife, 1 Tim. 3:2, and calls forbid- 
ding to marry the doctrine of 
devils, 1 Tim, 4:1-3, 

The Pope teaches this doctrine 
of devils, forbidding his clergy to 
marry, especially since Pope Greg- 
ory VII, 1075, 


Editor: 


This is about the worst sample 
of the “distortion of the Scrip- 
tures” (2 Peter 3:16) that has ever 
come to our notice. 


But even Mr. Dallman observes: 
“a clergyman may be the husband 
ef one wife.” That certainly did not 
justify the conclusion that a 
clergyman “must be” the husband 
of one wife. 

Those who appeal to the Scrip- 
tures must be consistent ome 
to collate one text with another. If 
Dallmann had done this, he would 
have found the same St. Paul, 
speaking of marriage, saying (1 

r. 7:7-8): “I w that all men 
were even as myself.” .- | 

He would have found him 
(Ibid. 25, 38): “He that gives 


virgin in marriage does well; and 
he that gives her not does better.” 

Two verses later Paul writes: 
“But more blessed shall she be if 
she so remain, according to my 
counsel—and I think I also have 
the spirit of God.” 

What St. Paul writes to Timo- 
thy was suggested by the teach- 
ing of Nicolaitans, who taught that 
“the use of marriage came from 
the devil, and also that the devil 
had created certain meats.” 


St. Paul would have been very 
inconsistent to teach Timothy that 
the clergyman must be married 
while he himself, a clergyman, re- 
mained unmarried. 


The best exegetes, from Apos- 
tolic times on, have interpreted St. 
Paul to mean that no one should 
be raised to the Episcopacy who 
had been married more than once. 
The emphasis is, therefore, to be 
laid on “one,” and not on the word 
“wife.” There is no rule in the 
Catholic Church forbidding one 
who had been married to become a 
clergyman,

The Bishop’s interview the night

On September 16, 1883, Don Giu- 
seppe was nominated Bishop of 
Mantua and consecrated in Rome 
the following November 16. His 
humility was rudely shocked by 
the unexpected appointment. When 
the Bishop of Treviso, Msgr. Apol- 
lonio, received the notice from 


his private chapel and said: 

“Dear Monsignor, 
before this crucifix. We must pray 
for an intention that concerns both 
of us deeply.” Msgr. Sarto obeyed, 
not without misgivings. 

“I am pleased and at the same 
time sorry to inform you that the 
Holy, Father has chosen you as 
Bishop of Mantua.” 


On hearing the news, Msgr. Sar- 
to broke into uncontrollable. tears— 
protesting his utter incapacity for 
this exalted post. Nothing would 
appease him, neither the exhorta- 
tion of his bishop, nor the encour- 
agement of his friends. He wrote to 
Rome asking to be relieved of the 
charge. And not until a negative 
answer came back, did he accept 
the nomination as clearly the will 
of God. 


It was on his way back from 
Rome, after consecration, when he 
stopped off at Riese to visit with 
his mother and sisters, that the 
following human incident took 
place.

| He offered his mother his hand 
and episcopal ring to kiss, which 
she reverently did. But then look- 
ing up at her son, she smilingly 
said: 

“Yes. But you would not be

Monsignor Sarto entered his di- 
ocese on April 18, 1884, Conditions 
in Mantua were in a deplorable 
State, so serious that only heroic 
patience and trust in God could 
sustain the bishop who undertook 
to reform them. “What gives me 
courage,” he said on entering Man- 
tua, “in undertaking this difficult 
mission is Christian hope, whose 
symbol, the anchor, I have chosen 
for my emblem. For hope, as Scrip- 
ture tells us, is the anchor and stay 
of the soul. Hope has been the 
unique companion of my life, the 
greatest support of my weakness 
. .. But not any hope in men, only 
confidence in Christ; for even the 
worst weakling, if he places his 
trust in the promises of Christ.

cause Christ is divine they could 
never teach all, they could never 
learn all about Him who is infinite. 
So the Holy Spirit came to them, to 
dwell within them as a kindly, all- 
powerful Teacher, to enrich their 
days, their years, their trials, their 
labors, their hopes, their thoughts 
with ever new insights into Christ. 
And so, armed with a store of 
truth that no inventory could 
probe, they were ready to launch 
their time-long campaign against 
the falsehood that is sin. 


Armed with eternal Truth—but 
armed also with Love, because that 
was the Holy Spirit’s second gift, 
their second weapon. We know, 
truly, that love is a weapon. Even 
when its caliber is small it can 
have tremendous effects, because, 
at the end of time, it can explode in 
its tiny chamber and blast the 
miserly marksman into hell. In 
fact, love is the one explosive that 
is most safely handled in large 
amounts. Christ proved that when 
He launched an infinity of love 
against the world and on Easter 
shone forth, fully Divine, in the 
light of the explosion. 


Naturally, then, He wanted His 
Apostles to be full of love. And to 
fill them with love He sent them 
Love itself, that Person of the 
Three who is the living Love of the 
Father for the Son and the Son for 
the Father. More Christ could not 
do. In sending the Apostles the 
very Spirit of God He sent them 
a reserve of love as infinite as His | 
own infinite Truth. They could give | 
it endlessly, give it in quantities | 
sufficient to win the whole world, 
to Himself, provided they had the 
courage to face up to Satan. 


Feared No More 


Before Pentecost they did not | 
have that courage. They did not | 
have the strength to launch 
Christ’s attack on sin, to spread 
His fire of love upon the earth. But 
afterwards ... yes, they had that 
strength. They had it because it 
was the third gift of the Holy | 
Spirit. They had it, and proved that | 
they had it not only by their lives 
and deaths but also by the heritage 
of courage that they have passed 
on even to the apostles of our own 
time, to men who have defied evil 
with the cross, men like Faul- 
hauber, and Stepinac, and Minds- 
zenty, and one Eugenio Pacelli, 
Pope. | 
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Thus was Christ’s promise ful- | 
filled. Thus did the Holy Spirit 
of God come down from heaven to 
dwell continually with the follow- 
ers of Christ, and to befriend them. 


So it happens that Pentecost is 
not just a pious memorial. It is a 


constant reality, as much a fact for 
us living today as it was for the’ 
Apostles of Our Lord. | 


When we were baptized the Trin-| 
ity occupied our soul, the Father, | 
Son and Holy Spirit. Our Confir- | 
mation was our Pentecost, without | 
the sound of rushing winds but) 
with the real gift o1 truth, and 
love, and strength that was first 
given to the Apostles. 


We cannot complain that we are 
asked to fight evil unarmed and 
alone. The weapons that brought 
Christ’s salvation this far and will 
eventually conquer the world are 
our weapons; the Friend who 
peered, unseen, from the Apostles’ 


eyes, who spoke, unheard, through 


their lips, who loved, unconquer- 
able, in their hearts, that same 
Friend is ours. If we lose the battle 
we cannot blame Christ. 


The weapons are in our hands 
and our Friend stands ready to 
show us again. how to use them. All 
we need do is ask, and there are 
no better pleas than those the 
Church sends up to Him for us to- 
day: . “Heal our wounds—our 
strength renew; On our dryness 
pour Thy dew; Wash the stains of 
guilt away; Bend the stubborn 
heart and will; Melt the frozen, 
warm the chill; Guide the steps 
that go astray. . .”

whole world about Himself, to 
preach, and to baptize. But because 
He knew that they would be afraid 
when He left them He told them 
also to wait in Jerusalem for a few 
days. They did not understand just 
why, but they waited. 


When the Holy Ghost came, 
though, they knew that they did 
not have to wait any longer. Some- 
thing had happened inside them. 
They were not afraid any more. 
They did not care whether or not 
people killed them. They wanted 
only to make people love Jesus. 
They were almost like different 
people; and it was all because of 
the Holy Ghost. 


He is the Third Person of the 


Holy Trinity. He is God. So all the! 


power, and strength, and love of 
God belongs to Him. And He can 
give His strength and love to peo- 
ple like us without ever having 
less Himself. He can come into a 
person’s soul and stay there, in 
order to help that person love God 
and do the things that God wants 
him to do. In fact, that is what the 
Holy Ghost did for the Apostles. 
He came right into their souls, to 
live there, to help them love God, 


to help them do the things that 


Jesus had told them to do. 


And what He did for them He 
will do for you and me, if we let 
Him, and if we ask Him. So re- 
member, today—and everyday—to 
pray to the Holy Ghost. And if 
you do not know it yet, then try 
to learn the prayer that starts: 
“Come Holy Ghost and fill the 
hearts of Thy faithful...”

When the 
Sacred Host was raised at the 
Consecration of the Mass, the dead 
body raised itself upon the bier 
and bowed to the Sacred Host. It 
repeated the same thing at the ele- 
vation of the Chalice. At the grave 
numerous other miracles occurred. 

Paschal was canonized in 1690 
by Pope Alexander VIII. In 1897 
Pope Leo XIII declared St. Paschal 
Baylon to be the heavenly patron 
of all Eucharistic societies, organ- 
izations, assemblies and congress- 
es. 
Must not Mama Baylon look with 
pleasure down upon the earth today 
and behold her little son, the shep- 
herd-boy, honored by the universal 
Church! 

This year occurs the happy coin- 
cidence of the feast of Pentecost 
and of Mother’s Day. Thursday of 
this week is likewise the feast of 
St. Paschal Baylon. Pentecost of 
1540 and again of 1592 must have 
been happy Mother’s Day for Mama 
Baylon. The Pentecost of 1951 can

LOBUND Initiates Research 
Project At Notre Dame U. 


Notre Dame—A new basic re- 
search project, designed to provide 
a better idea of the role of “nor- 
mal” bacteria in the disease of 
radiation sickness, soon will be 
inaugurated in the Germ-Free Life 
Laboratory of LOBUND Institute 
at the University of Notre Dame. 


The project, which will be con- 
ducted by LOBUND scientists in 
collaboration with the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission and the Office of 
Naval Research, was announced 
Saturday, May 5 at a meeting on 
the University campus of the Biol- 
ogy Committee of the Notre Dame 
Advisory Council for Science and 
Engineering. 

Members of the Biology Com- 
mittee, who inspected facilities for 
the new radiation sickness project 
during their Spring meeting at 
Notre Dame, include E. C. Kleider- 
er, of Indianapolis, Executive Di- 
rector of Research and Control at 
Eli Lilly and Company; Bradley 
Dewey, President of the Dewey and 
Almy Chemical Company, Cam- 
bridge, Mass.; Edgar Kobak, New 
York City business consultant and 
former President of the Mutual 
Broadcasting System; and Harold 
S. Vance, Chairman of the Board 
and President of the Studebaker 
Corporation, South Bend. 


The LOBUND radiation sickness 
project will be housed in a new 
“radiation wing” of the Institute’s 
Germ-Free Life Laboratory. The 
new wing, which is nearing comple- 
tion, was built and equipped by 
Notre Dame with assistance from 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 


By obtaining a better under- 
standing of the role played by “nor- 
mal” (as opposed to disease pro 
ducing) bacteria in radiation sick- 
ness, LOBUND scientists hope to 
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ae the way for the discovery of 
etter methods of control and treat- 
ment of this disease. LOBUND re- 
search will treat that phase of ra- 
diation sickness in which the bac- 
teria invade the blood stream by 
penetration of the intestinal wall.
